Old Soldier Eisenhower Prepares 


For Battle On Political Front 


When 
Dwight 
D. 
Eisenhower 
registered to vote this y ear at 
CHMty sburg, Pa., a clerk had to 
ask his occupation. With a grin, 
he answered. "Weil. I m an e>- 
foldier . . . ' 
U was a titling comment from 
a man who ha.s stated publicly 
that he believes the business of a 
aoldier is to become an ex-soIdier. 
Although he earned almost unpre­ 
cedented fame and popularity as 
a battlefield commander. Eisen­ 
hower alway s has considered the 
use of arms a last resort, justifi­ 
able only in the most desperate 
circumstances. 


Sense, Not Slaughter 


When he came home from World 
W ar II and was praised as a clas­ 
sic example ot the American fight­ 
ing man, Eisenhower quick ly ex- 
pres.sed 
his 
distaste 
for 
‘‘this 
damnable thing of war.” and de­ 
clared he would lik e to .see every ­ 
one in his profession “j^rmanent- 
ly out of a job.” It was with 
characteristic 
c on f i d e n c e m 
peaceful means of settlement that 
he told the world last week that 
“ good sense” 
must prevail to 
avert any armed flare-up in a 
threatening crisis over the Suez 
Canal.

But Eisenhower’s brilliant mili­ 
tary career almost was cut off be­ 
fore it began. An outstanding back 
on the Army football team, Eisen­ 
hower brok e his leg in a game 
against Tufts. When he brok e it 
again riding horseback , the Mili­

Academy 
almost 
rejected 
him for a commission because of 
the injury . His other assets, how­ 
ever, 
cau.sed

reverse its decision, and Biisen- 
hower became a second lieutenant 
of infantry . 
It was on his first infantry as­ 
signment, to B'ort Sam Houston. 
Texas, that he met Mamie Geneva 
Doud of Denver.

Although Eisenhower had gradu­ 
ated 61st in a class of 164 at West 
Point, he soon became a senous- 
minded soldier, and

Army selected him for its Com­ 
mand and General Staff School, 
he finished first in a class of 27.5 
When the United States tirst 
took the offensive against Ger­ 
many nearly a y ear after the out­ 
break of war, Eisenhower led the 
fwces which sma.shed Rommel’s

and Sicily , then k nock ed out Italy .

Republi­ 
can practice does not follow the unit rule. The rule, when 
applied, provides that the candidate who wins the largest 
number of votes within a delegation is entitled to all the 
delegation’s votes. The Republicans abandoned the rule 
80 years ago, at the convention in Cincinnati which nomi­ 
nated Rutherford B. Hayes. The rule was challenged by 
James G. Blaine, who also wanted the nomination. Fnur 
Pennsylvania delegates held that their delegation’s leader. 
Don Cameron, had no right to cast all the state’s votes as a 
unit. The issue was submitted to a vote, and Blaine and the 
four Pennsylvanians were upheld. The GOP has not had 
the rule since that time.

A. writes: "M y b rother is 
in the arm y and we w ere told he 
has coccidioidomycosis. He it not 
in pain, b ut a sickness with such 
a nam e m ust b e terrib le. Will you 
please write on the sub ject** How 
do you pronounce it” 
This 
disease 
with the 
million 
dollar nam e is prevalent in the 
desert area of the southwest. The 
inhab itants call it valley, desert, 
or San Joaquin fever. 11 is caused 
b y a fungus, Coccodioides im mitis, 
which lie.s dorm ant in the sandy 
desert soil 
The 
organism 
b ecomes 
active 
only when inhaled, and periodic 
du.st dust .storms are related to the 
num b er of cases. The fungus passes 
through the lining of the b ronchi 


and sets up hou.sekeepmg in the 
lung tissues. The ensuing irritation 
is responsib le for the disease. 
Most victim s reside in infected 
regions b ut windstorms m ay trans­ 
port the fungus across the b order, 
infecting those living in neighb or­ 
ing comm unities. Occasionally a 
m idw esterner 
or 
easterner 
con­ 
tracts the infection and his history 
usually 
shows 
that 
he 
drove 
through the southwest or spent a 
vacation there. 
Symptoms generally appear 10 
to 21 days after inhaling the cau­ 
sative agent- 
They vary from 
mild fatigue to severe b ronchitis
